Four young people, full of hope, full of the exhilarating 
spirit of youth, appreciative of the joys of lift* and with their 
lives and pleasures in front of them, while riding in an auto­ 
mobile along the smooth surface of tin* inviting pike, stretch­ 
ing like a white ribbon between the fertile fields on e i t h e r s id e , 
were suddenly clasped by the icy hand of death. 
Two of them succeeded, through some miracle of chance or 
fate, in eluding death and two were J (lunged into eternity. 
The lesson which the terrible tragedy teaches should lie 
comprehended by every man and wromm. boy and girl in this 
whole section and that lesson is a simple one*.

To many people fail in the exhuberanee of the moment to 
he ever mindful of the danger which is at hand and then dis 
aster comes with all its horrors and all its sorrows. 
Iii the profound grief which the community feels for those 
whose loved ones have been taken, it is useless to dwell upon 
the awful details, 
\\ hat might have been prevented if chance 
had arranged the combination of events differently i*s poor 
comfort now. 
It is one of those eases where no human being was inten­ 
tionally at fault—where innocent pleasure and kindly motives 
proved to be but the forerunner of the most terrible sorrow. It is 
one ot those cases when the unexpected happening is 
alone 
responsible. 
But that does not lighten the sorrow which rela­ 
tives and friends must hear and does not restore
